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PUNJAB  ACT  4 OF  1922 
An  Act  for  the  Improvement  of  Certain  Areas 

Whereas  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for  the  improvement 
and  expansion  of  towns  in  2[Haryana]  and  whereas  the  previous 
sanction  of  the  Governor-General  under  section  80-A  (3)  of  the 
Government  of  India  Act  has  been  obtained.  It  is  hereby  enacted  as 
follows : — 


CHAPTER  I 
Preliminary 

1 .(1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Punj  ab  Town  Improvement  Act, 

1922. 


(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  3[the  State  of  Haryana]. 

(3)  This  section  and  section  66  shall  come  into  force  at  once.  The 
1 [State]  Government  may  by  notification  propose  to  apply  the  rest  of  the 
Act  to  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  municipality  and  to  any  locality 
adjacent  thereto,  on  such  date  as  maybe  specified  in  such  notification,  and 
the  Act  shall  come  into  operation  after  the  lapse  of  three  months  unless 
within  that  period  the  municipal  committee  concerned  at  meeting  convened 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  application  of  the  Act  resolve  by  a 
majority  of  two-thirds  that  the  Act  should  not  be  so  applied.

CHAPTER  n 
Constitution  of  Trusts 

3.  The  duty  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act  in  any 
local  area  shall,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  limitations  hereinafter 
contained,  be  vested  in  a board  to  be  called  "The  (name  of  town)

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CHAPTER  01 

Proceedings  of  the  Trust  and  Committee 

12.  (!)  (a)  The  trust  shall  ordinarily  meet  for  the  transaction  of 
business  at  least  once  in  every  month  at  such  time  as  it  may  fix, 
provided  that  the  chairman  may,  whenever  he  thinks  fit,  and  shall,  upon 
the  written  request  of  not  less  than  two  trustees,  call  a special  meeting. 

(b)  The  quorum  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business  at 
an  ordinary  or  special  meeting  shall  not  be  less  than  three. 1 *  3[*  * *]. 

(c)  At  every  meeting  the  chairman,  if  he  be  present,  or  in  his 
absence  such  one  of  the  trustees  present  as  may  be  chosen  by  the 
meeting,  shall  preside. 

(d)  All  questions  which  come  before  any  meeting  shall  be 
decided  by  a majority  of  the  votes  of  the  turstees  present ; the  president 
ofthe  meeting  in  case  of  an  equality  ofvotes  having  a second  Jr  casting 
vote.

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ought  to  be  framed  in  respect  of  such  locality  and  may  then  proceed 
to  frame  such  a scheme.

(c)  by  order  in  writing  addressed  to  the  chairman  any  such 
trust  to  furnish  within  a specified  period  such  statement, 
accounts,  reports  and  copies  of  documents  relating  to 
proceedings  or  duties  of  the  trust  as  he  may  think  fit  to  call 
for,

CHAPTER  VI. 

Acquisition,  Tribunals  and  application  of  Act 

TO  OTHER  AUTHORITIES.

acquisition  of  such  land  be  abandoned  in  consideration  of  the  payment 
by!him  of  a sum  to  be  fixed,  by  the  trust  in  that  behalf. 

(2)  The  trust  shall  admit  every  such  application  if  it — 

(a)  reaches  it  before  the  time  fixed  by  the  Collector,  under 
section  9 of  the  Land  Acquisition  Act,  1894,  for  making 
claims  in  reference  to  the  land,  and 

(b)  is  made  by  any  person,  who  either  owns  the  lands,  is 
mortgagee  thereof,  or  holds  a lease  thereof,  with  an 
unexpired  period  of  seven  years. 

(3)  The  trust  may  admit  any  such  application  presented  by  any 
other  person  haying  an  interest  in  the  land. 

(4)  ■ ■ On  the  admission  by  the  trust  of  any  such  application,  it 
shall  forthwith  inform  the  Collector,  and  the  Collector  shall  thereupon 
stay  for  a period  of  three  months  all  further  proceedings  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  land,  and  the  trust  shall  proceed  to  fix  the  sum  in 
consideration  of  which  the  acquisition  of  the  land  maybe  abandoned. 

'(5)  Within  the  said  period  of  three  months,  or,  with  the

(7)  Every  payment  due  from  any  person  under  any  agreemet 
executed  under  sub-section  (5)  shall  be  a charge  on  the  interest  oftht 
person. 

(8)  If  any  instalment  of  interest  payable  under  an  agreemut 
executed  in  pursuance  of  clause  (ii)  of  sub-section  (5)  be  not  paidon 
the  due  date,  the  sum  fixed  by  the  trust  under  sub-section  (4)  sha  be 
payable  on  that  date,  in  addition  to  the  said  instalment. 

(9)  At  any  time  after  an  agreement  has  been  execut'd  in 
pursuance  of  clause  (ii)  of  sub-section  (Sj,  any  person  may  pavn  full 
the  charge  created  thereby,  with  interest,  at  the  agreed  rate,  v to  the 
date  of  such  payment. 

(10)  When  an  agreement  in  respect  of  any  land  has  been 
executed  by  any  person  in  pursuance  of  sub-section  (5),  o suit  with 
respect  to  such  agreement  shall  be  brought  against  tlv  trust  by  any 
other  person  (except  an  heir,  executor  or  administrate1  of  the  person 
first  aforesaid)  claiming  to  have  an  interest  in  the  ind. 

(11)  When  an  agreement  in  respect  of  ■*ny  land  has  been 
executed  by  any  person  in  pursuance  of  sub-serdon  (5),  and  any  sum 
payable  in  pursuance  of  that  sub-section  is  notduly  paid,  the  same 
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stall  be  recoverable  by  the  trust  (together  with  interest  up  to 
the  date  of  realization  at  the  agreed  rate),  from  the  said  person 
or  his  successor  in  interest  in  such  land  in  the  manner  provided 
by  section  222  of  the  Municipal  Act,  and,  if  not  so  recovered 
the  chairman  may,  after  giving  public  notice  of  his  intention  to 
do  so  and  not  less  than  one  month  after  the  publication  of  such 
notice  sell  the  interest  of  the  said  person  or  successor  in  such 
land  by  public  auction,  and  may  deduct  the  said  money  and  the 
expenses  of  the  sale  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  and  shall  pay 
the  balance  (if  any)  to  the  defaulter. 

57.  If  any  land  in  respect  of  which  an  agreement  has
